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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Based on the content of specification and the claims of the instant invention there 
is undue experimentation needed in order to determine the compounds and relationship 
of compounds needed in order to make a phase diagram in line with the specification 
and the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gomes de Matos et al (US 5,210,329). 

Gomes de Matos et al disclose a method of separating compounds via 
crystallization which comprises forming a purge stream of at least three components, 
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bisphenol-A, bisphenol-A isomers, and tar, wherein there is at least two or more 
solvents and at least one pure solid compound compartment. Also, the concentration of 
the compounds within the solution are adjusted by adding to, and/or removing 
components in order to ultimately arrive at a bisphenol-A/phenol adduct followed by the 
separation of said adduct from its mother liquor (Please see abstract). 

Claims 6-8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kohnetal (US 1,978,949). 

Kohn et al discloses a method of forming a solid compound wherein to 
compounds are condensed with the aid of a catalyst to form crystals, also comprising 
the adjusting of the solution to include another solvent (toluol) and separating the solid 
product of the solution by controlling the concentration of all components (please see 
page 1). Please also see solubility facts (last paragraph of column 1 continuing to 
column 2).
